Article  26:  Motion  was  made  by  Anthony  Pepitone 
and  seconded  by  George  T.  Noyes  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  accept  the  option  to  purchase  approxi- 
mately 18.9  acres  of  property  from  A.  E.  Reid  at  the 
agreed  price  of  $800.00  per  acre  as  determined  by 
actual  survey.  Said  property  is  located  adjacent  to 
the  existing  Maple  Street  Cemetery  and  would  be  an 
extension  of  the  boundary  thereof.  After  some  discus- 
sion Malcolm  Stevenson  made  the  motion  that  the 
Articles  Number  26,  27  and  28  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. Seconded  by  Michael  Whitcomb.  Motion  car- 
ried. 

Article  27:  If  the  foregoing  Article  Number  26  is 
adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the 
Town  the  sum  of  money  so  raised  and  appropriated 
and  for  this  purpose  authorize  the  issue  of  serial  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in  accordance  with 
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the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any- 
other  enabling  authority,  delegating  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturi- 
ties, denominations,  the  interest  rate,  or  discount  rate 
or  notes  and  providing  for  the  sale  thereof.  Article 
passed  over  because  Article  26  was  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  28:  If  the  foregoing  articles  are  adopted,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00  to  commence  clearing,  laying  out 
roads  and  preparing  property  in  general  for  future 
use  as  cemetery.  Article  passed  over  because  Articles 
26  and  27  failed. 

Article  29:  ($15,000.00  appropriated)  Motion  made  by 
John  C.  Keller  and  seconded  by  John  Svibruck  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  sum  of  $7,500.00 
toward  the  Bicentennial  Celebration  and  $7,500.00 
toward  the  writing  and  publishing  of  the  Town  His- 
tory as  requested  by  the  Bicentennial  Committee. 
After  a  lengthy  discussion  Malcolm  Stevenson  amend- 
ed the  article  to  read:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will 
authorize  the  sum  of  $7,500.00  toward  the  Bicenten- 
nial Celebration  and  $7,500.00  toward  the  writing  and 
publishing  of  the  Town  History  as  requested  by  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  and  that  Town  authorized 
money  is  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Selectmen".  Seconded  by  John  Svibruck.  Article  as 
amended  was  then  duly  voted  and  passed. 

Article  30 :  Moved  by  George  T.  Noyes  and  seconded 
by  Curt  Sanborn  and  unanimously  voted  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the 
Town  $15,000.00  so  raised  and  appropriated  and  for 
this  purpose  authorized  the  issue  of  serial  notes  or 
bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any  other 
enabling  authority,  delegating  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
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men  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities,  de- 
nominations, the  interest  rate,  or  discount  rate  or 
notes  and  providing  for  the  sale  thereof. 

Article  31 :  Motion  was  made  by  Anthony  Pepitone 
seconded  by  Jules  Schrieber  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  car 
equipped  with  all  band  radio  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$5,000.00.  After  a  lengthy  discussion  the  motion  fail- 
ed. 

Article  32:  If  the  foregoing  Article  Number  31  is 
adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the 
Town  the  sum  of  money  so  raised  and  appropriated 
and  for  this  purpose  authorize  the  issue  of  serial  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  Town  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any 
other  enabling  authority  delegating  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturi- 
ties, denominations,  the  interest  rate  or  discount  rate 
or  notes  and  providing  for  the  sale  thereof.  Article 
passed  over  because  Article  31  failed. 

Article  33:  Motion  was  made  by  John  C.  Keller  sec- 
onded by  Marjorie  Keller  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  establish  a 
committee  to  explore  and  consider  the  location  and 
construction  of  a  new  Highway  garage  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00.  After 
some  discussion  the  motion  failed. 

Article  34:  Motion  made  by  Anthony  Pepitone  and 
seconded  by  George  Blaney  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  accept  a  gift  of  land  and  take  over  a  road 
forty  (40')  in  width  now  owned  by  Bela  Sveda  and 
known  as  Belabacchi  Road.  Said  road  running  ap- 
proximately 420  feet  southeasterly  from  Beech  Hill 
Road  thence  610'  in  a  southwesterly  direction  then 
480  feet  northwesterly  back  to  Beech  Hill  Road.  Area 
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contains  16  building  lots,  most  of  them  sold  and  six 
homes  already  constructed  or  in  the  process  of  con- 
struction. An  amendment  was  offered  by  John  Steven- 
son to  add  to  the  article  "subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen,  with  regards  to  the  specifications  of 
road  construction."  Seconded  by  Curt  Sanborn. 
Amendment  carried. 

RESULT :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  gift 
of  land  and  take  over  a  road  forty  (40')  in  width  now 
owned  by  Bela  Sveda  and  known  as  Belabacchi  road. 
Said  road  running  approximately  420  feet  southeast- 
erly from  Beech  Hill  Road  thence  610'  in  a  southwest- 
erly direction  then  480  feet  northwesterly  back  to 
Beech  Hill  Road.  Area  contains  16  building  lots  most 
of  them  sold  and  six  homes  already  constructed  or  in 
the  process  of  construction,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen  with  regard  to  the  specification  of  road 
construction.  The  article  as  amended  was  duly  voted 
and  passed. 

Article  35 :  Moved  by  George  T.  Noyes  and  seconded 
by  Curt  Sanborn  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
a  gift  of  land  from  Warren  and  Eleanor  Kidney  as 
required  to  relocate  and  widen  Cherry  Valley  Road  in 
exchange  for  the  conveyance  of  any  discontinued  por- 
tion of  the  existing  road  to  said  Warren  and  Eleanor 
Kidney.  Motion  carried. 

Article  36:  Motion  made  by  John  C.  Keller  and  sec- 
onded by  Curt  Sanborn  and  duly  voted  to  accept  a 
gift  of  land  from  St.  Mary's  in-the-Mountains  School 
to  permit  widening  the  road  and  improving  the  exist- 
ing curve  thereby  decreasing  the  current  traffic  ha- 
zard on  West  Farm  Road. 

Article  37:  Motion  made  by  Anthony  Pepitone,  sec- 
onded by  George  T.  Noyes  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  lease  the  oper- 
ation of  the  Golf  Course  to  any  interested  party  for  a 
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period,  not  to  exceed  three  years  at  the  most  favorable 
terms  possible.  Any  lease  so  negotiated  will  auto- 
matically delete  the  necessity  for  the  appropriation 
included  in  the  budget.  Motion  carried. 

Article  38:  Moved  by  John  C.  Keller  and  seconded  by 
John  Svibruck  to  act  upon  Article  18  of  the  1972  War- 
rant tabled  at  last  Town  Meeting.  Anthony  Pepitone 
moved  to  amend  the  article  by  deleting  "To  act  upon 
Article  18  of  the  1972  Warrant  table  at  last  Town 
Meeting."  Seconded  by  John  C.  Keller.  Vote  by  divi- 
sion; In  favor  of  the  amendment  40;  Against  33. 
Amendment  carried.  The  Article  as  amended  —  "To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  Highway  Agent,  who,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Selectmen  shall  have  the  same  power  and  perform 
the  same  duties  as  a  Highway  Agent  elected  by  the 
Town".  With  no  further  discussion  the  amended  ar- 
ticle was  voted  on.  Article  failed. 

Article  39:  Motion  was  made  by  Anthony  Pepitone 
and  seconded  by  George  Blaney  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  adopt  the  following  ordinance  with  regard  to 
licensing  and  regulation  of  dogs  (inserted  by  public 
petition).  Motion  was  made  by  John  Svibruck  to  vote 
on  the  Article  section  by  section.  Seconded  by  Kenneth 
Sykes.  Voice  vote;  motion  failed.  An  amendment  to 
Section  1  Article  C  was  offered  by  David  Hartson  to 
read:  (C.)  "At  Large"  shall  be  intended  to  mean  off 
the  premises  of  the  owner  and  not  under  control  of 
the  owner  or  member  of  his  immediate  family  either 
by  leash,  cord,  chain  or  voice  control.  Seconded  by 
Thomas  Mottern.  Motion  carried.  Motion  made  by 
John  Anderson  to  delete  a  portion  of  Section  3  from 
"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  police  officers  (or  some  other 
designated  official)  to  apprehend  any  dog  running  at 
large,  etc.",  leaving  out  police  officers.  Seconded  by 
Edgar  Davis.  Division  vote  in  favor  of  deletion  26  op- 
posed to  deletion  101.  Motion  failed.  An  amendment 
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on  Section  4  offered  by  Kenneth  Sykes.  The  following 
charges  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Bethlehem :  for 
impounding  any  dog,  $4.00;  for  keeping  any  dog, 
$4.00  per  day  up  to  ten  days.  Amendment  to  be  to  cut 
the  price  to  read  $2.00.  Seconded  by  John  Svibruck. 
Amendment  failed  4  to  2.  Motion  was  made  by  Mal- 
colm Stevenson  to  shut  off  any  further  debate.  Sec- 
onded by  John  Anderson.  Voting  in  favor  of  ending 
debate  116,  opposed  10.  Motion  carried. 

RESULT:  Section  1.  DEFINITION  OF  TERMS.  As 
used  in  this  ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
indicates. 

A.  "Dog"  shall  be  intended  to  mean  both  male  and 
female. 

B.  "Owner"  shall  be  intended  to  mean  any  person 
or  persons,  firm,  association  or  co-operation 
owning,  keeping  or  harboring  a  dog. 

C.  "At  Large"  shall  be  intended  to  mean  off  the 
premises  of  the  owner,  and  not  under  the  control 
of  the  owner  or  member  of  his  immediate  family 
either  by  leash,  cord,  chain  or  voice  control. 

D.  "Leash"  shall  be  considered  to  be  not  over  6 
feet  in  length. 

Section  2.  No  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  shall  per- 
mit such  dog  to  run  At  Large. 

Section  3.     IMPOUNDING 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  police  officers  (or  some  other 
designated  official)  to  apprehend  any  dog  running  at 
large  and  to  impound  such  dog  in  the  Town  pound  or 
other  suitable  place.  The  police  officer  (or  some  other 
designated  official)  upon  receiving  any  dog  shall  make 
a  complete  registry,  entering  the  breed,  color,  and  sex 
of  such  dog  and  whether  licensed.  If  licensed  he  shall 
enter  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  and  the 
number  of  the  license  tab.  Licensed  dogs  shall  be 
separated. 
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Section  4.     NOTICE  TO  OWNER  AND  REDEMP- 
TION 

The  owner  shall  be  notified  not  later  than  two  days 
after  the  impounding  of  any  dog.  The  owner  of  any 
dog  so  impounded  may  reclaim  such  dog  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  license  fee,  if  unpaid,  and  of  all  costs  and 
charges  incurred  by  the  Town  of  Bethlehem  for  im- 
pounding and  maintenance  of  said  dog.  The  following 
charges  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  of  Bethlehem:  for 
impounding  any  dog,  $4.00;  for  keeping  any  dog, 
$4.00  per  day  up  to  ten  days. 

Section  5.  CONFINEMENT  OF  CERTAIN  DOGS 
No  dog  of  fierce,  dangerous  or  vicious  propensities  and 
no  female  in  heat,  whether  licensed  or  not,  shall  be 
allowed  to  run  at  large  or  upon  the  premises  of  one 
other  than  the  owner.  If  such  dog  is  found  running  at 
large  in  violation  of  this  provision  it  shall  be  taken  up 
and  impounded  and  shall  not  be  released  except  upon 
approval  of  the  police  officer  (or  person  designated 
by  the  Town)  after  payment  of  the  fees  provided  in 
Section  4,  provided,  however,  that  if  any  dangerous, 
fierce  or  vicious  dog  so  found  at  large  cannot  be  safely 
taken  up  and  impounded,  such  dog  may  be  disposed 
of  by  any  policeman. 

Section  6.     HABITUAL  HOWLING,  YELPING  OR 

BARKING  —  DECLARED  NUISANCE 
The  keeping  or  harboring  of  any  dog,  licensed  or  not, 
which  by  habitual  howling,  yelping,  barking  or  other 
noise  disturbs  or  annoys  any  person  or  neighborhood 
is  unlawful,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance 
and  each  day  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Section  7.     DAMAGING  PROPERTY 
It  shall  be  unlawful  to  suffer  or  permit  any  dog  to 
trespass  on  private  or  public  property  so  as  to  soil, 
damage  or  destroy  any  property  or  thing  of  value  and 
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the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  and  any- 
such  dog  may  be  impounded  by  the  police  officer  (or  a 
designated  person).  Whenever  it  shall  be  affirmed  in 
writing  by  three  or  more  persons  having  separate  resi- 
dences, or  regularly  employed  in  the  neighborhood 
that  any  dog  is  a  habitual  nuisance  by  reason  of  tres- 
passing, howling,  barking  or  other  noise,  or  damage 
to  property,  being  vicious  or  by  its  actions  potentially 
vicious  or  in  any  other  manner  causing  undue  annoy- 
ance, the  police  officer  (or  designated  person)  if  he 
finds  such  nuisance  to  exist  in  fact,  shall  serve  notice 
upon  the  owner  or  custodian  that  such  nuisance  must 
be  abated  and  if  not,  any  such  dog  shall  be  impounded. 
Refusal  to  release  to  the  police  officer  any  such  dog 
shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  chapter.  That  the 
owner  or  custodian  of  any  dog  impounded  under  the 
provision  of  this  section,  shall  pay  to  the  Town  of 
Bethlehem  a  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  in  addition  to 
all  other  charges  payable  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter. 

Section  8.     PENALTIES 

Any  owner  found  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars 
for  such  offense. 

Section  9.     EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  in  effect 

April  6,  1973. 

Article  40:  John  Keller  made  the  motion  to  designate 
Walter  Blandin  as  Auditor  for  the  ensuing  year.  Sec- 
onded by  Anthony  Pepitone.  Motion  carried. 
Article  41:  Under  Article  41  to  transact  any  other 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting; 
George  Tucker,  Sr.  felt  that  the  Road  Agent  should 
be  authorized  to  crush  gravel  where  he  can  find  it 
without  going  through  red  tape  to  get  gravel  crushed. 
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Moderator  Peter  W.  Smith  felt  this  was  not  legal  at 
this  time  unless  Mr.  Tucker  wanted  to  make  it  a  reso- 
lution. It  was  made  a  resolution  by  George  Tucker, 
Sr.  and  seconded  by  John  Svibruck  that  the  Select- 
men seek  to  change  the  Zoning  Ordinances  so  that  the 
Town  may  crush  gravel  where  found.  Resolution  car- 
ried. 

Motion  was  made  by  George  T.  Noyes  that  the  meet- 
ing be  adjourned,  seconded  by  all  present.  Meeting  ad- 
journed at  12:01  A.M.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  the  Bethle- 
hem School  District: 

As  Acting  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report  to  you. 

During  the  past  year  (1972-1973),  there  were  258 
pupils  enrolled  at  the  Bethlehem  Elementary  School 
with  an  average  daily  membership  of  228.3.  There 
were  86  tuition  pupils  attending  schools  outside  the 
district,  83  enrolled  at  the  Littleton  High  School,  and 
3  at  the  White  Mountains  Regional  High  School. 

This  year  there  are  275  pupils  attending  Bethlehem 
Elementary  School,  grades  K  through  8.  At  the 
present  time,  there  are  92  tuition  pupils.  The  tuition 
rate  is  $1,200.00. 

This  past  school  year  has  witnessed  some  very  sig- 
nificant changes  in  the  administrative  structure  of  the 
Supervisory  Union.  With  the  resignation  of  William 
Grass,  Jr.  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  our  districts 
suffered  the  loss  of  a  most  dedicated  and  innovative 
educator.  Mr.  Grass  was  instrumental  in  bringing 
about  vast  district  reorganization  as  well  as  initiating 
the  movement  for  centralized  supportive  services  to 
students  and  staff.  Subsequently,  this  required  a  re- 
organization of  function  to  take  advantage  of  the 
strengths  of  not  only  those  at  the  Central  Office  but 
the  local  building  principals  as  well.  In  an  effort  to 
have  the  expertise  of  all  union  administrators  avail- 
able to  all  districts,  a  management  team  concept  was 
theorized  and  practiced.  The  objective  being  that  one 
person  cannot  and  should  not  be  able  to  be  all  things 
to  all  people  but  more  importantly  would  be  able  to 
manage,  direct,  and  lead  those  that  work  in  concert 
with  him. 

In  an  effort  to  bring  about  a  more  palatable  cost 
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figure,  the  Union  has  made  considerable  effort  to  hold 
the  line  on  expenses.  Hopefully,  enabling  the  local 
districts  the  flexibility  to  expand  their  own  budgets 
for  program  services  or  staff  that  will  immediately 
serve  the  students'  needs. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  established  specific 
goals  for  New  Hampshire  public  schools  this  past 
year.  The  goals  are  as  follows: 

1.  improved  programs  in  early  childhood  education 
with  emphasis  upon  developing  competencies  in 
the  areas  of  reading  and  mathematics 

2.  improved  and  increased  offerings  in  vocational 
education  and  career  education 

3.  improved  and  increased  programs  for  handi- 
capped children  and  adults 

Not  only  in  response  to  the  goals  as  directed  by  the 
State  Board  but  also  as  a  result  of  our  own  awareness 
of  the  need  to  instruct  young  people  in  the  funda- 
mental skills  of  learning,  the  Central  Office  has  di- 
rected a  union-wide  curriculum  project.  This  project 
is  designed  to  explore  and  identify  the  basic  skills 
needed  for  survival  by  students  in  competition  with 
the  real  world.  Those  areas  that  are  being  developed 
are  Communication  skills,  Social  Science  concepts, 
Science  concepts,  and  Career  Education  concepts.  The 
project  should  culminate  during  the  summer  months 
of  1974  in  order  that  the  results  may  be  implemented 
during  the  fall  of  1974. 

Other  efforts  have  been  expanded  to  create  a  more 
comprehensive  special  education  program  with  addi- 
tional staff  in  the  areas  of  learning  disabilities  and 
remedial  reading.  The  addition  of  a  speech  therapist 
has  afforded  the  Union  the  opportunity  to  provide 
needed  speech  remediation  in  all  districts  on  a  shared 
service. 
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The  past  year  has  also  seen  a  dedication  to  the 
education  of  the  youth  of  the  Bethlehem  district 
through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Bethlehem  Board  of 
Education  and  its  Planning  Committee.  These  citizens 
have  devoted  untold  hours  to  the  study  of  curriculum 
and  the  improvement  of  the  educational  environment 
of  their  youth.  It  is  with  such  sincere  commitment 
that  Bethlehem  will  continue  to  meet  the  challenges 
of  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education  for  their  efforts  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  education  of  your  school  district.  We  also 
wish  to  express  to  the  staff  our  gratitude  for  their 
continued  work  in  behalf  of  the  students  of  the  dis- 
trict.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  enrollment  continues  to  increase  at  Bethlehem 
School.  Bethlehem  School  now  has  a  school  popula- 
tion of  275  students  and  tuitions  out  92  school  stu- 
dents to  receiving  districts. 

Census  reports  indicate  continued  increases  and  it 
is  possible  Bethlehem  will  be  tuitioning  120  students 
out  to  receiving  districts. 

School  costs  continue  to  rise  because  of  inflation 
and  population  growth. 

The  building  itself  has  exceeded  its  capacity  to 
allow  for  proper  management  of  time  and  space. 

Many  areas  of  the  building  have  fallen  below  the 
minimum  space  requirements  for  adequate  program- 
ming. 

In  spite  of  these  conditions,  all  ongoing  programs 
have  shown  measurable  success. 

This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  increased  efforts 
of  the  regular  staff  and  the  supportive  staff;  their 
willingness  to  expand  programs  and  program  offer- 
ings, keep  abreast  of  current  trends  in  education  and 
by  harmonizing  the  educational  system. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  individualize  instruction  by 
the  regular  staff  and  great  contribution  by  community 
citizens  has  helped  this  true  form  of  education  become 
a  reality. 

However,  the  faculty  and  administration  are  be- 
coming seriously  concerned  with  quality  of  education 
as  the  number  of  students  per  class  increases. 

These  concerns  have  not  gone  unnoticed  by  the 
Bethlehem  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  and  many  community  citi- 
zens have  worked  for  three  years  to  alleviate  these 
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conditions,  maintain  the  quality  of  education  and 
expand  the  offerings. 

The  efforts  of  the  board  have  served  to  enlighten 
many  more  citizens. 

A  difficult  struggle  to  keep  up  with  the  community 
needs  has  surfaced. 

Under  the  present  conditions  of  overcrowded 
school,  high  enrollment  projection,  it  becomes  obvious 
that  the  quality,  content  and  the  offerings  were  be- 
coming less  effective. 

Unless  there  is  a  genuine  effort  on  all  persons  of  the 
town  of  Bethlehem,  the  education  process  and  con- 
tent will  break  down.  In  addition,  the  amazing  amount 
of  resources  and  the  quality  of  resources  in  this  area 
we  call  home,  will  be  wasted. 

Youth  is  our  first  resource,  environment  second. 
Bethlehem  School,  with  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
other  educational  and  business  resources  of  this  area 
could  co-operate  and  provide  the  best  education  avail- 
able. 

There  are  other  institutions  available  to  help  our 
school,  there  are  other  districts  willing  to  explore 
their  potentials  with  us  and  many  people  willing  to 
pitch  in  and  revive  the  spirit  of  educational  growth 
and  potential. 

The  very  foundation  of  our  society  has  been  shaken 
in  recent  years,  no  institution  was  left  unchanged,  and 
our  greatest  resource,  youth  has  been  inflicted  by  this 
unheaval. 

Complacency,  needs,  potential  of  current  youth  are 
realized  by  youth. 

Bethlehem   is   celebrating   its   bi-centennial    year, 
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what  a  memorial  could  be  left  if  this  was  the  year 
that  the  community  rose  up  and  met  the  educational 
challenges  it  faces. 

Programs : 

Most  of  the  programs  listed  this  year  have  been  on- 
going, they  are  in  addition  to  regular  classroom  ef- 
forts in  some  cases,  but  show  a  definite  sign  of  the 
needs  of  youth. 

Student  Teaching  Program  for  Education —

North  Country  Home  Health  Agency — service  ex- 
panded by  use  of  volunteers. 

Photography 

Physical  Education — Track  and  field,  soccer,  base- 
ball and  basketball. 

Student  Council — Community  services  and  youth 
recreation. 

Career  Exploration  Trips — Garages,  police,  home 
construction,  small  motors,  forestry,  veterinarian,  etc. 

Personalized  Instruction — based  on  individual  stu- 
dent assessment  for  all  grades. 

Jr.  Ski  Program — made  possible  by  Bethlehem  Ski 
Club. 

School  Camping/ Ecology  Programs — balance  of 
academic  and  hands  on  activities. 

Summer  School — Designed  to  aid  in  remediation 
and  enrichment  in  reading,  math,  science  and  ecology 
and  art. 

Library  Program — Expanded  hours,  four  days  per 
week  8:00-2:30,  Stories  are  read,  researchers  aided 
and  continuance  of  services. 
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Speach  Therapy — Twelve  students. 

Visual  Handicapped  Service — Two  students. 

Clinical  Student  Assessment — Grades  1-3. 

Co-ordination  of  assessment  and  program  designs 
implemented. 

Neighborhood  Youth  Corp — Five  Bethlehem  stu- 
dents aided  in  school  business. 

White  Mountain  Community  Services  has  aided  the 
Bethlehem  School  in  a  highly  efficient  manner. 

Students  having  exceptional  problems  have  been 
tested  and  programs  designed  for  them. 

The  family,  student,  community  service  worker  and 
faculty  member  have  teamed  up  to  combine  efforts  in 
order  to  implement  remedial  action  and  special  tech- 
niques. 

Increased  services  and  follow  through  of  Guidance 
at  Littleton  High  School  and  Bethlehem  Faculty. 

Bethlehem  School  received  fine  co-operation 
through  the  White  Mountain  Supervisory  Union  of- 
fice. 

Most  activities  went  through  the  office  of  Rita  Be- 
saw  and  her  support  and  efforts  were  greatly  appre- 
ciated. 

Out  of  school  building  efforts  were  made  possible 
by  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Harry  Fladd  and  Mr. 
Richard  Freedman. 

In  summary,  the  community  of  Bethlehem  is  for- 
tunate to  have  the  teaching  faculty  it  has  and  the 
supportive  faculty  and  services. 
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They  continue  to  strive  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
students,  but  the  overwhelming  numbers  of  students 
and  their  needs,  could  have  a  detrimental  effect  upon 
the  students,  and  consequently  the  community. 

In  closing  as  a  result  of  the  increased  population, 
use  of  the  building  has  caused  a  use  policy  to  be  form- 
ed, programs  turned  away,  services  curtailed  and 
project  programs  for  students  have  been  turned 
down.
